Quotes President Calles. 


Bishop Miller added that Presi- 
dent Calles had said in an inter- 
view in February that there was 
no intention on the part of the gov- 
ernment to interfere with any re- 
ligious activities, but that he was 
determined that “‘political meddling 
by foreign-born ecclesiastics’’ must 
end. The bishop further stated 
that President Calles had said that 
American Protestant missionaries 
had uniformly obeyed the law and 
that no Catholic or Protestant 
would be disturbed as long as they 
respected the constitution. . 

After lengthy dissertation on the 
aims of the Mexican government 
and the statement that virtually all 
Protestant schools in Mexico are in 
operation, Bishop Miller said that 
“what Mexico needs at present is 
the sympathy and moral support of 
the United States while she is car- 
rying out one of the most signifi- 
cant and farreaching social recon- 
structions of modern history.’’ He 
concluded with the words: ‘“‘There 
never was a time when the 
investment of human interest, 
brotherly sympathy and financial 
aid would reach so far or accom- 
plish so much in Mexico as at the 
present time.’’ 

Bishop William F. Oldham, of 
Buenos Aires, Argentina, said that 
“the Monroe doctrine has served its 
purpose, it must melt into interna- 
tionalism.” He added that the mis- 
sion schools in the South American 
countries are prime factors in fos- 
tering friendly relations between 
the nations. 


Fears Catholics in Europe. 


Bishop Blake declared that po- 
litical control of Europe is being 
gained by the Catholic church. He 
said he gave that church credit for 
having the ‘‘sagacity and states- 
manship to see the great prize to 
be sought” in Europe. The Protest- 
ants had the advantage in Germany, 
as the emperor was the head of one 
of the most powerful sects, he add- 
ed, now the Vatican representative 
had.moved from Munich to Berlin 
because ‘“‘in republican Germany 
there are no religious restrictions 
and Germany is the great religious 
prize of the present.” He asked the 
gathering if the Methodist Church 
was to abandon its foreign aims and 
shrivel as a purely American insti- 
tution, or to follow in the path of 
John Wesley, who said, ‘The world 
is my parish.’ ”’

HOUSE SUBMITS REPLY 
TO JURIST’S REJOINDER 


Judge’s Counsel Accepts Time 
for the Final Disposi- 
tion of Case. 


(By Associated Press.) 

Over the protests of a small 
group of senators, the Senate yes- 
terday postponed until November 
10 the tmpeachment trial of Fed- 
eral Judge George W. English, of 
the eastern Illinois district, on 
charges of usurpation of power and 
other “high misdemeanors” in office. 

This date was acceptable to coun- 
sel for Judge English, who said he 
would not undertake to discharge 
the functions of his office until 


after the trial. Managers on the 
part of the House who are to pros- 
ecute the case announced that in 
view of this they would be content 
to let the Senate fix the date of 
trial. 

Whether it will be necessary for 
the House to convene also on No- 
vember 10 was left to future de- 
termination. Authorities in the 
two houses are divided on the ques- 
tion of whether the Senate can pro- 
ceed with an impeachment trial in 
the absence of the House. 


Four Urge Early Trial. 


Senators Norris (Republican), 
Nebraska, and Wheeler (Demo- 
crat), Montana, joined with Sena- 
tors Johnson and Borah in urging 
an early trial. They contended that 
there was no higher duty before the 
Senate than the disposition of the 
Engilsh case and that in the inter- 
est both of the accused and the peo- 
ple a speedy trial should be had. 

Senators Bruce (Democrat), 
Maryland: Willis (Repub!ican), 
Ohio, and Swanson (Democrat), 
Virginia, led the fight for delay, 
asserting that without the press of 
legislation and with the November 
elections out of the way the Senate 
would be able to give a fair, full 
and free trial on the House indict- 
ments. 

Before the Senate fixed the date 
for hearing the case, the House 
managers submitted their rejoinder 
to the reply of Judge English to 
the House charges.

Supreme Court Is Given Sep- 
arate Structure by Moses 
Amendment. 


Accepting the Bruce amendment 
governing new Federal buildings in 
Washington, the Senate yesterday 
passed the public buildings bill, 
carrying appropriations of $165,- 
000,000 for new Federal buildings. 
Of this amount $50,000,000 is to 
provide for new buildings here; 
$15,000,000 for completion of 
projects proposed in the 1913 build- 
ings measure and the balance of 
$100,000,000 is to be spent for new 
buildings. 

The bill as passed differs ma- 
terially from the measure brought 
under consideration. The Secretary 
of the Treasury is stripped of the 
power it was proposed to give him 
to determine what and where new 
buildings should be erected. 

That provision was modified by 
an amendment making specific pro- 
vision for the completion of 66 
building projects named in the last 
public building law, passed in 1913. 
These included construction of new 
postoffices in Buena Vista, Cape 
Charles, Manassas, West Point and 
Woodstock in Maryland and Vir- 
ginia.

Senator Moses succeeded yester- 
day in doing what he failed to do 
the day before and had adopted an 
amendment porviding for a new 
building for the United States Su- 
preme Court. This may be eliminat- 
ed in the conference with the 
House, which will have to pass on 
the bill again, inasmuch as it was 
materially amended by the Senate. 

The Bruce amendment provides 
that new government buildings in 
Washington shall be constructed 
not only in conformity with the 
L’Enfant plan in so far as location 
is concerned, but also that the new 
building shall conform architectur- 
ally with existing buildings. 

Under the amendment all of the 
new buildings built out of the $50,- 
000,000 shall be built south of 
Pennsylvania avenue. They are to 
be of such design as will enhance 
the general architectural beauty of 
the Capital as well as provide for 
pracitcal utility. 

The building program is to be 
spread over five years and executive 
officials were charged with respon- 
sibility for drafting a plan showing 
the cost for the first year. Pro- 
vision for the carrying out of this 
program, it was agreed, will be 
made in the deficiency bills which 
come before every session. 


Tolstoy Sees Fall 
Of Soviet Russia 


The communist government of 
Russia can not possibly endure, 
Count Leo Tolstoy, son of the fa- 
mous Russian novelist, declared 
last night in the course of a lecture 
in the Playhouse, 1814 N street 
northwest. 

The government, he said, is do- 
ing all it can to bring progress, 
but its failure already is recognized 
by its leaders, as is evidenced by 
the new economic policy of Lenin, 
which permits for the private ac- 
quisition of lands by the Russian 
people. Refusal of the United 
States to recognize the soviet gov- 
ernment was approved as the only 
practicable course.

CHANGES IN BORLAND 
LAW ARE APPROVED 


House District Committee Re- 
ports Amendment to Limit 


Assessments. 


The bill amending the Borland 
law, limiting the assessments which 
shall be levied against abutting 
property owners for repair of 
streets, was favorably reported to 
the House by the District commit- 
tee yesterday. 

Favorable report on the measure 
had been made earlier in the week 
by a subcommittee. Representatives 
Underhill, of Massachusetts, pro- 
posed an amendment which would 
exempt property owners from all 
but the assessment first levied for 
surfacing a street, but this proposal 
was lost. The bill provides that 
property owners shall not be as- 
sessed for repair of streets within 
20 years of the assessment for the 
first paving. 

Representative Blanton, of Texas, 
served notice that he proposed to 
file a minority report in opposition 
to the measure. Motor buses, he 
said, cause much of the destruction 
of city streets, but pay no extra tax 
to cover the extra damage. Other 
committee members were favorable 
to his proposal to force buses to pay 
for the damage they did.

IN COMMONS FAILS 


House Ends Session Without 


Institute of Economics Says Whole System Must Be 
Modernized So Coal May Be Mined at — 
Marketable Cost. : 


The present strike in Great Brit- 
ain, whether won by the owners or 
‘the miners, will bring no solution 
of the problems facing the British 
coal industry. Such is the conclu- 
sion reached by the Institute of Eco- 
nomics of this city, as stated by 
Harold G. Moulton, director. Two 
members of the staff, Dr. Helen 
Everett and Isador Lubin, have re- 
cently returned from England, 
where they have been studying the 
problems of the industry for the in- 
stitute. Their conclusion is that, ir- 
respective of the outcome of the 
struggle, the British coal industry 
must face a thorough overhauling. 
During t period of reorganiza- 
tion the British miner must accept 
a cut in wages. 

An acceptance of the mine own- 
ers’ terms—a reduction of 11 per 
cent in wages and a return to an 
eight-hour day—would in _ itself 
bring no permanent relief to the in- 
dustry. If these terms are finally 
forced upon the miners, another 
crisis may be expected within®a 
short time. On the other hand, 
should the miners win, coal mining 
costs would remain at their present 
levels and the industry could not 
keep going on a profitable basis. 
While pressing for a fundamental 
reorganization of the industry the 
miners refuse to give up “either a 
penny of wages or a moment of 
time.’’ 


The crux of the problem at the 
moment is that Great Britain can 
not sell sufficient coal to keep her 
mining industry alive. Though her 
production has been curtailed by 
falling demand to the extent of 
only 25,000,000 since prewar days, 
her coal exports, which always have 
been the mainstay of the industry, 
have been cut by 20,000,000 tons. 
This loss of exports has brought an 
important part of the industry to 
the verge of bankruptcy. 

Great Britain has been unable to 
meet the competition of German 
and other coal in the markets of 
the world, in spite of the fact that 
her mines have been operating at a 
loss for almost two years. Seventy- 
three per cent of the coal mined in 
the last three months of 1925 was 
sold at an actual loss. With a de- 
creased world market for coal, the 
competition between England and 
other exporting countries has be- 
come extremely severe. Stocks of 
coal have been accumulating in 
every European. coal - producing 
country—stocks which are waiting 
to find a market. 

The owners’ demand for wage 
cuts would result in the reduction 
of costs. But it is doubtful 
whether the reduction would be 
sufficient to offset the subsidy of 
about 60 cents a ton that was paid 
‘by the government to the industry 
during the past nine months. Even 
though some _ foreign markets 
might be regained, relief would be 
short lived. 

Should there be an increase of 
an hour a day in the British coal 
fields, output would be increased 
by about $0,000,000 tons a year. In 
view of the development of the use 
of oil and hydroelectric power, the 
greater efficiency of the steam en- 
gine, and the increased production 
of lignite abroad, it is the opinion 
of the recent royal commission on 
the coal industry that it is exceed- 
ingly difficult to suggest where the 
market for this extra output 
likely to be found in the near fu- 
ture. If jours were increased with- 
cut increased output, 130,000 more 
miners would be added to the al- 
ready great army of unemployed. 

The fundamental need is a re- 
duction in the price of British coal.

SOLDIERS MAY BE USED, 
HOME MINISTER WARNS 


More of Public Asked to Aid 
as Special Constables if 
Crisis Continues. 


London, May 5 (By A. P.).—The 
house of commons rose at 6:56 
%’clock this evening without taking 
any definite steps for - reopening 
negotiations between the govern- 
ment and the strikers. 


“Can’t you do something toward 
a settlement?’’ Ramsay MacDonald, 
former labor premier, implored the 
house just before its rising. He 
faced Premier Baldwin and the 
members of the cabinet ranged on 
the government bench opposite him 
as he spoke. 

Mr. MacDonald said that he was 
not speaking for the Trades Union 
congress, but from his own heart, 
because he visualized the eventuali- 
ties if the strike should continues. 


Strike Must End First. 


Premier Baldwin had told the 
house that the government under 
no. circumstances would ever yield 
to the general strike. The moment 
the strike was called off uncondi- 
tionally the government was pre- 
pared to resume negotiations. His 
statement was similar to that made 
in the house of lords by the Earl 
of Birkenhead. 

Home Secretary Sir William 
Joyvnson-Hicks made a statement 
which hearers interpreted as mean- 
ing that the government was pre- 
pared to use troops to maintain 

. Services of vital importance, such as 
the railways, if necessary. 

Sir William said the government 
was empowered to call on the crown 
forces to assist in maintaming any 
services that the government 
deemed vital. 

He designated such services as 
electricity, maintenance of the elec- 
trical and mechanical plant and ma- 
chinery of the port of London, the 
transport of motor fuel and contin- 
uance of the railway services. 


Cheers by Conservatives. 


His pronouncement was greeted 
with loud cheers from the conserv- 
ative majority. 

The home minister said that the 
great bulk of the electric light sta- 
tions throughout London were 
working admirably, the government 
employing naval ratings and volun- 

. teers. Conditions regarding the 
railways were improving. 

In certain areas the power sta- 
tions were. not supplying current in 
day hours; and the London hospital 
had all its electric power cut off dur- 
ing the day. In some docks food in 
cold storage was in danger of spoil- 
ing for the same cause. 

Sir William said he proposed to- 
night to ask the community as a 
whole to enroll as special constables 
in much larger numbers. The 7,500 
original specials were already on 
duty and 3.025 more had been 
‘sworn in during the last two.days. 


Mass Mectings Forbidden.

lowered wages, increased efficiency, 
or both. 

The crying need of the industry 
is increased’ efficiency. Great 
Britain’s mines are old; many of 
the better seams have been worked 
out; some of her coal must travel 
as much as three miles under- 
ground before it reaches the sur- 
face. All of these things have made 
mining increasingly difficult and 
expensive. They have necessitated 
more labor in getting the produc- 
tion from the face of the tipple. 
They have caused the production 
of the British miner to fall from 
319 tons per man per year in 1880 
to 217 tons in 1925. 

If these adverse factors were 
overcome the British coal trade 
would be considerably helped. But 
overcoming them means complete 
reorganization of the industry. It 
means an amalgamation of collieries 
and the adoption of large scale pro- 
duction to a degree that has not, 
in the opinion of the recent coal 
commission, ‘‘taken place on’ any 
adequate scale.’’ It meant the elim- 
ination of many inefficient mines. 
It means the use of machinery on 
a scale far greater than at the 
present time when more than 8&1 
per cent of the country’s coal out- 
put is stil) mined by hand. It 
means the further development of 
mechanical haulage in an industry 
where the electric locomotive is 
virtually unknown, and the elimi- 
nation of the inefficient system of 
moving mine cars by men and mules, 

Increased efficiency coupled with 
lower wages point the way to a 
recovery of trade. The recent 
negotiations between owners, miners 
and the government have, however, | 
so far considered only a reduction | 
in wages. The terms offered by the. 
owners meant that the miners alone, 
were asked to sacrifice. Against the | 
lowering of a standard of life, which 
it has taken a century to build up, | 
were the shadowy recommendations | 
of the commission for ifcreased effi- | 
ciency through amalgamation and | 
certain amenities such as pit head 
baths and vacations with pay. But 
the miners receive no promise or 
guarantee that such improvements 
would be effected.

$7.50 for 8 Hours Here Is 
.Contrasted With $1.85 


for 7 Hours. 
Indianapolis, Ind., May 56 (By 
A. P.).—Organized miners in the 


United States receive from four to 
five times as much money a day as 


is paid for the same work in Eng- | 


land, according to available figures. 

The day rate for eight hours’ 
work in the union flelds in this 
country is $7.50 for underground 
men, according to international 
headquarters of the United Mine 
Workers of America. Unskilled 
laborers, who work above the 
Shafts, get a day rate of $6.80. 
Where the men mine on a pilece- 
work or tonnage basis they some- 
times earn $10 a day. 

The fact that the occupation is 
Bfeasonal, however, lessens the 
weekly wage over a yearly span. 

Under the present scale in Eng- 
land a miner earns approximately 
$1.85 for a seven-hour shift. The 
proposed reduction would make the 
pay about $1.06 a day. In some 
localities tn England, unskilled 
laborers have been earning only 
$11 a week for six days’ work. The 
proposed cut would reduce that fig- 
ure to less than $8 weekly.

Moscow, May 6b (By A, P.).—

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THE CRISIS IN GREAT BRITAIN. 
The world is witnessing today in the sympa- 


thetic strike in Great Britain an event whose 


consequences for good or evil are destined to be 
world wide. The event is more than a strike; 
it is an act of rebellion, a declaration of war 
against the government, the beginning of a 
successful or an unsuccessful revolution. It 
is an effort to set up the system advocated by 
Karl Marx, who taught that the working class 
had no country. It is the direct outcome of 
bolshevist teaching. 

All the phophesies of Marx have been dis- 
credited by the sequence of events. As Mr. 
William H. Mallock, the ablest foe of socialism 
in England, observed, ‘‘Wherever Marx placed 
a plus sign, ‘history has placed a minus sign; 
and wherever Marx placed a minus sign, his- 
tory has placed a plus sign.’ Syndicalism, 
with its advocacy of a universal strike of work- 
ers, came into being as a result of the despair 
that socialists felt in the failure of the Marxian 
prophecies to materialize. Despite the object 
lesson of the breakdown of communism in 
Russia, the British workers have been inocu- 
lated with the poison and are blindly permit- 
ting themselves to be placed in the position of 
traitors to their country. 

The British miners have a just grievance, 
for their wages, in spite of the governmental 
subsidy during the last nine months of nearly 
$500,000,000, are only on the average $10 a 
week, while the wages of the mine laborers are 
only $7.50 a week; and since the wage of the 
miners and the mine laborers, without the sub- 
sidy of the government, must be cut, if the 
operators are not to.run their mines at a loss, 
it is impossible not to sympathize with their 
plight. 

But sympathy with an economic condition is 
one thing and sympathy with revolution is 
quite another. A hungry man has a just griev- 
ance if he be not fed; but his hunger does 


not justify him in raising his hand against his 
country.

A nation of that type is slow to wrath, but 
when it is provoked beyond endurance then its 
anger, terrible to behold and prompt in action, 
gives short shrift to those who are found to 
have misled or betrayed it. At the time of 
the Great Rebellion—so called——of 1642, and 
again in the revolution of 1688, the people of 
England showed what too much goading 
would lead them to undertake and accomplish. 
Similarly, the present crisis, if unduly pro- 
longed, will be followed by a costly reckoning. 

One can not honestly say that the general 
strike is merely an economic struggle, for it 
bears all the earmarks of a deliberate attempt 
to show where the power and the right to rule 
shall be henceforth vested. The incitements to 
the army and navy to be false to their duty 
appear to have fallen flat, and the crowds of 
volunteers to carry on essential services seem 
to prove that the great bulk of the people is 
on the side of law and order and opposed to 
a supergovernment set up by illegitimate pres- 
sure. 

Britain has come to the parting of the ways. 
It is a battle for civilization, as well as a bat- 
tle for self-preservation, and in this battle 
Britain is fighting for a cause that every true 
American will support. 
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According to Secretary Davis, the War De- 
partment has approximately 450,000 men, 
mostly young men, under its care, for whose 
training the department is responsible. They 
are: The regular army of 127,000 enlisted men, 
including the Philippine scouts; 165,000 in 
the national guard, 120,000 in the reserve 
officers’ training corps, and 35,000 soon to 
be enrolled in the citizens’ camps. 
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UNDER FIRE. 


Throughout the opening debate the 
three farm relief bills, Representative Haugen 


was under

fire. He undertook to explain in 
detail the probable operations of his bill and 
the magic way in which the price of wheat, 
corn, cotton, hogs, cattle and butter would be 
increased ‘“‘in order to make the protective 
tariff operative to the growers and producers 
of those commodities.”’ 

It is a simple matter, explained Mr. Haugen. 
Just add to the world or export price of these 
commodities, the import duty and the cost 
of transportation, and take from the Treasury 
the sum of these two items and pay them to 
the growers and producers of these commodi- 
ties, or that portion kept from the domestic 
market and sold abroad. 

Some one was unkind enough to call atten- 
tion to the fact that there is no import duty 
on cotton, and that this absence of a duty 
made the alleged benefit to the cotton growe: 
in the South nothing but a ‘‘gold brick.”’ 

Mr. Haugen insists that protection is a sound 
policy, and effective so far as industrialists 
and labor are concerned. and he is in favor 
of it; but, he alleges, it does not work so far 
as farmers are concerned. Yet if protection 
is sound as a general policy, it is sound at all 
points. It Operates in precisely the same man- 
ner toward all American interests. Mr. Hau- 
gen can not logically defend protection in one 
breath and denounce it in another. 

When brought under fire, Mr. Haugen was 
inconsistent. He could not sustain the fallacy 
that constitutes the fatal flaw in his bill. 
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Bolshevism in Russia cured none of the eco- 
nomic evils from which the people of Russia 
suffered; it only aggravated them, so that their 
condition since the revolution has been like 
that of the man mentioned in the Scriptures 
who suffered from a devil. The devil was 
driven out, but he returned with seven other 
devils worse than the first. The communistic 
revolution in Russia failed to accomplish its 
purpose, which was to raise the condition of the 
Russian workers; such a revolution would like- 
wise fail to accomplish its purpose in England. 

There have been orer four hundred volun- 
tary communistic experiments tried since the 
time of the French revolution, and every one 
of them became a corpse. Russia is the only 
country that has ever tried communism on a 
national scale and made it compulsory, and 
Russia is today the one country whose people 
are destitute of all the necessities of life, to 
bay nothing of the luxuries. 

If one could read the secret hearts of the 
great labor leaders of England—men like Ram- 
say MacDonald, Arthur Henderson and J. H. 

_Thomas—it would be evident that they have 
been forced into the position they now hold, 
much against their will, by the crystallization 
of sentiment among the workers as a result of 
bolshevist propaganda. These men _ have 
studied the condition of labor in Russia, and 
must know, even if A. J. Cook does not. that 
the syndicalist dream will in the end resolve 
itself into a nightmare. 

This is not the first time that the sympa- 
thetic strike has been tried to improve labor 
conditions. It was tried in Sweden in 1909, 
and it failed there ingloriously, as it will fail 
eventually everywhere else. It does not matter 
how sympathetically disposed toward labor one 
may be; if labor tries to set itself above the 
nation, as a Kind of superstate, it is commit- 
ting treason, and those leaders who commit 
it to a policy of treason must be treated like 
traitors. Those who have studied carefully 
the writings of communist leaders know well 
that these men care nothing for the suffering 
that they aim to cause their communities to 
experience. On the contrary, they rejoice in 
that suffering. Their purpose is to rule or 
ruin. 

America is 3,000 miles away from tne scene 
of the great struggle, but it can not afford to 
he indifferent to this struggle, nor to the suf- 
fering which it will bring to the British peo- 
ple. If this syndicalist rebellion in Great Bri- 
tain should become a successful revolution, the 
anovement will not stop there. It will involve 

America. The rebellion in Great Britain is 
one of the dire fruits of the revolution in Rus- 
sia, and, if it should succeed, the United States 
vould be face to face with communism. Even 
pow certain labor leaders here are praying for 
the success of this rebellion in England. 

Americans are by nature an optimistic peo- 

ple, and thus far our optimism has been justi- 
fled by results. but there is danger in too 
Much toleration of enemy propaganda, as Bri- 
tnin is uow learninz to her cost. The British 
people are phlegmi.iic in temperament and 
~~ lacking, as a nation, in vivid imagination;

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SHENANDOAH PARK. 


By the end of next week it is expected that 
substantial progress will have been made 
toward securing Washington’s share of the 
fund necessary for the creation of Shenandoah 
national park. The total amount to be paid 
for the 300 square miles within the area of this 
recreation ground is $2,500,000, of which Vir- 
ginia has already pledged more than one-half. 
This is sufficient to warrant the Department of 
the Interior in dedicating the park on the lands 
chosen. But before definite steps can be taken 
to transfer title to the national park authori- 
ties the remainder must be forthcoming. Of 
Washington’s quota Col. Robert N. Harper re- 
ports that $100,000 has already been pledged, 
and he is confident that by the end of next 
week the chairmen of the various groups, 
which were assigned to the task of interesting 
business men in the enterprise, will be ready 
to announce pledges of a very substantial ad- 
dition to that sum. 

There is no national park in the southern 
Appalachian region. The Shenandoah reserve 
will be available as a place of recreation for 
40,000,000 people of the Eastern seaboard. Its 
opening will bring many thousands of people 
to Washington, besides affording outdoor pleas- 
ures to the population of the District. No 
section of the country, not even Virginia itself, 
will be as greatly benefited through the crea- 
tion of the Shenandoah national park as will 
the National Capital, for Washington will be 
the gateway for at least 80 per cent of the 
visitors to the reservation, and the great ma- 
jority will seize the opportunity to visit Wash- 
ington and see the operations of government 
with their own eyes. 

Shenandoah is Washington's greater park. 
Every citizen should help to acquire it.

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THE TREASURY FOR APRIL. 

Again it is demonstrated that a reduction 
in direct or internal taxes tends to increase 
the amount of revenue obtained by the Treas- 
ury. During April, 1926, Treasury receipts 
from internal revenue taxes (income and 
profits) amounted to more than $54,206,000, 
compared with $45,801,000 in April, 1925. To- 
tal income and profits tax receipts for the ten 
months ended April 30 amounted to more 
than $1,481,325,000 as compared with about 
$1,341,973,000 for the corresponding portion 
of the previous fiscal year. 

Many miscellaneous taxes were reduced in 
the tax bill of 1926, yet the total receipts from 
these sources in April this year were more than 
$60,000,000 as compared with $59,200,000 in 
1925. The total miscellaneous internal rev- 
enue receipts:for the first ten months of this 
fiscal year were more than $744,451,000, as 
compared with about $697,308,000 for the 
corresponding period of the previous fiscal 
year. 

While total. ordinary expenditures for April 
this year exceeded last April by less than 
$9,000,000, the total ordinary Federal expendi- 
tures for the ten months this fiscal year were 
some $3,000,000 less than for the correspond- 
ing fiscal year ended June 30, 1926. 

Interest on the public debt was about $106.- 
000,000 less for the first ten months of this 
fiscal year than for the corresponding period 
last year. Adjustment service certificates 
(soldiers’ bonus) amounted to $119,800,000 
since July 1, 1925, an increase of more than 
$20,000,000 over the same period last year. 

During the last ten: months the Treasury 
has received $92,310,000 from foreign govern- 
ments under debt settlements.

Mile. Suzanne Lenglen, French tennis cham- 
pion, is to visit America this summer to fulfill 
a motion picture contract. Her American man- 
ager, who promoted the professional engage- 
ments of ‘‘Red’’ Grange, sensational football 
player last winter, requested the United States 
Lawn Tennis association to give official sanc- 
tion to the French champion’s participation in 
exhibition tennis matches while in this country. 
This the association declines to do, observing 
that it has no official information of Mlle. 
Lenglen’s visit and until such information is 
received no expression will be made. Mlle. 
Lenglen recently made the announcement that 
she does not intend to play in any of the 
American tournaments while here. It was her 
desire, it is said, that the American tennis 
organization should give official recognition of 
her playing in exhibition games while she was 
performing her picture contract and, incident- 
ally, writing syndicate articles for the news- 
papers. 

In the circumstances that the governing ten- 
nis body of America has acted wisely in refus- 
ing to promote this money-making scheme, 
Mile. Lenglen will not come to this country 
in her capacity of French tennis champion. 
Her visit is primarily to collect a few thousand 
American dollars. In this respect her visit is 
in striking contrast to that of Miss Wills, the 
American champion, who went to France last 
winter to meet Suzanne on the French woman's 
own ground on the Riviera. Defeated in the 
only match she played with Mile. Lenglen, 
Miss Wills nevertheless entered the French na- 
tional championships as well as the British 
tournament at Wimbledon, where, it was hoped 
and believed, she would have another oppor- 
tunity to play her great rival. This oppor- 
tunity, however, will be denied her if the 
present plans of Mile. Lenglen are carried out. 

Lenglen does 
not display the same high quality of sports- 
manship shown by Miss Wills in France.

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BANKERS. INDORSE 
FRENCH WAR DEBT 
SETTLEMENT PLAN 


Urge Favorable Action by 
Congress “Without Po- 
litical Controversy.” 


— 


Pinehurst, N. C., May 6 (By A 
P.).—Unanimous adoption today of 
a resolution indorsing the French 
debt settlement now pending before 
Congress, and urging that the set- 
tlement be given approval by the 
legislators ‘‘without political con- 
troversy’’ was the outstanding event 
of the convention here of the execu- 
tive council of the American 
Bankers association. 


Having completed their business 
program at the morning session, the 
bankers tonight concluded the so- 
cial program with a dinner at which 
Dr. Edwin Mims, of Vanderbilt uni- 
versity, was the principal speaker. 

Speaking on “The Changing 
South,’’ Dr. Mims told of a conflict 
of ideas in this section and de- 
clared that failure of people in 
other sections of the country to 
discriminate between these oppos- 
ing ideas made a real understanding 
of the South of today difficult. 


For Civil Aviation Bureau. 


Recommendations of commis- 
sions and committees, made during 
the three-day convention included 
the following: 

Creation of a bureau of civil avia- 
tion in the Department of Com- 
merce for the purpose of encourag- 
ing civil aviation. 

Enactment of laws in all States 
providing for severe punishment of 
those convicted of robbery in which 
life is endangered. 

Adoption of vigilante methods 
among bankers with a view to re- 
duction of the number of bank rob- 
beries. In support of this recom- 
mendation, figures were quoted to 
show how such a campaign in mid- 
dle Western States had reduced the 
number of bank robberies. 

Restriction of the manufacture 
and sale of concealable firearms. 


Indorses McFadden Bill. 


The State banking division of the 
association went on record as re- 
affirming its indorsement of the Mc- 
Fadden bill, with the Hull amend- 
ments, and urging its passage by 
- Congress. The bill relates to branch 
banking and is designed to limit 
further expansion of branch bank- 
ing under State and Federal 
statutes. 

The question of farm relief, 
which, perhaps, was more discussed 
in informal conversations outside 
the convention than any other, did 
not reach the floor of the council. 
This was stated at the close of to- 
day’s session which, like all others, 
was executive. 

The resolution relating to the 
French debt settlement was intro- 
duced by Fred I. Kent, vice presi- 
dent of the Bankers’ Trust Co. of 
New York, who is chairman of the 
association commerce and marine 
commission. Mr, Kent, in present- 
ing the resolution, quoted statis- 
tics showing how the indebtedness 
of foreign nations to this country 
are being funded and explaining 
the progress made under the Dawes 
plan in the payment of reparations. 

The speaker also discussed the 
possible effect of the British gen- 
eral strike on American business 
and industry, it was stated after 
the session, but declined to allow 
his remarks on that subject to be 
made public. 


"Fervor Reign Admitted 
By Adopted Girl of 12 


Pottstown, Pa., May 5 (By 
A. P.).—The “Terror of the 
Sanatoga” valley was uncovered 
today, and instead of the ‘Mad 
Monster’? who was blamed for 
attacking children and burning 
barns, stands a 12-year-old girl, 
who asserted she did it, ‘‘only to 
scare people.” 

The girl is Fannie Young, 
foster daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Owen A. Schaeffer, of Fruitville, 
‘near here. She was adopted, two 
months ago, from a children’s 
socicty. Today she was sent 
back to the home. 

She said that on March 28 she 
bound and gagged herself in her 
room, and then declared she had 
been attacked by a wild man. 
Next day she placed oiled rags 
around the barn of her foster 
father. Later she set fire to hay 
in the same barn. The structure 
oo destroyed. 


PNEUMONIA DEATH ATE 
LOWERED BY VACCINES 


Atlantic City, N. J., May 5 (By 
A. P.).—A material reduction in 
the death rate from acute lobar 
pneumonia in cases treated with 
mixed stock vaccines, was reported 
by Dr. Alexander Lambert, of New 
York, before the closing session of 
the convention of the Association 
of American Physicians here this 
afternoon. 

An analysis of more than 500 
cases of lobar pneumonia in a divi- 
sion of Bellevue hospital, New 
York, in the last four years, showed 
that the death rate in 221 cases 
treated with these vaccines was 21 
per cent, compared with 40 per 
cent of deaths in 286 cases not so 
treated. 

Although vaccines have for 
some time been tentatively tried as 
a treatment for lobar pneumonia, 
their usefulness has not been up to 
this time accepted by the medical 
profession as a whole. 

Data has been lacking, say physi- 
cians who heard Dr. Lambert's ad- 
dress, and his findings give the first 
comprehensive details on the sub- 
ject. 

Experiments conducted by Dr. J. 
J. R. McLeod, coworker with Dr. 
F. J. Banting, in the discovery of 
insulin, indicated that after removal 
of the pancreas, life can be pro- 
longed with injections of insulin, 
and a diet containing raw pancreas, 
Dr. McLeod reported. 

Dogs from which the pancreas 
was removed more than two years 
ago have been thus kept alive up 
to the present, he _ said, al- 
though other dogs, when the insulin 
treatment was removed, became 
diabetic, and in some cases died. 
Other animals died on insulin alone.

southeast of here. 

Mrs. Cox had _ “shot herself 
through the heart, and a four-page 
note to her husband explained her 
action. Parts of the note were 
written. Sunday, Monday and Mon- 
day night, toward the last the 
woman weakened to such an extent 
that the hand writing was almost 
illegible. 

‘ithe note disclosed that Mrs. Cox 
was bitten on the foot by the reptile 
Sunday night. ‘She finally slit the 
wound with a knife after home rem- 
edies failed to alleviate her suffer- 
ing. In so doing she severed an 
artery. Weakened by loss of blood, 
she was unable to crank an auto- 
mobilé to go for aid. 

Frenzied by her suffering and be- 
lieving herself to be dying, she 
finally shot the two children, and 
then planned to end her life with 
the same weapon. Cox had been 


working on a ranch miles away.

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SINGLAIR LEWIS REJECTS 
PULITZER NOVEL PRIZE 


Award Objectionable, Forcing 
Writers to Be Subservient 
and “‘Polite,”” He Says. 


New York, May 4 (By A. P.).— 
Sinclair Lewis today refused to ac- 
cept the $1,000 Pulitzer prize for 
his novel, ‘“‘Arrowsmith.’’ 

Asserting that all prizes, like all 
titles, are dangerous, and that the 
Pulitzer prize is ‘“‘peculiarly objec- 
tionable,”’ he wrote the award com- 
mittee that he considered by such 
awards ‘‘every compulsion is put 
upon writers to become safe, polite, 
obedient and sterile.’’ 

He wrote that although it was 


generally believed the prize was 
given to the novel of greatest lit- 
erary merit; the terms of the award 
actually calls for selection of the 
book “best presenting the whole- 


some atmosphere of American life, 
and the highest standard of Ameri- 
can manners and manhood.” 

“This phrase, if it means any- 
thing at all,” he wrote, “would ap- 
pear to mean that the appraisal of 
the novels should be made not ac- 
cording to their actual literary 
merit but in obedience to whatever 
code of good fo.m may chance to be 
popular at the moment.” 

Raiph Pulitzer, editor of The 
World, commenting on Mr. Lewis’ 
action said: ‘‘Without assuming to 
speak for the advisory board which 
made the award and of which I am 
only one member; out of a total of 
eleven, I should say that Mr. Lewis 
has the right to refuse any prize 
awarded him whether he does so 
from principle or from self exploita- 
tion.”’

HELPS WAN DEFENSE

was in the station and also identi- 
fied the suitcase, which was part of 
the evidence. 


A. L. Creecy, who followed Mason 
on the stand, repeated the story 
which caused such a sensation at the 


last trial of Wan. He said he was 
present when Dr. Kang Li, the gov- 
ernment’s star witness, was being 
questioned by Maj. Raymond Pull- 
man, then superintendent of police, 
and Inspector Clifford L. Grant, then 
chief of detectives. The question- 
ing took place in the parlor of the 
mission house the evening the 
triple muraer was discovered. 


Discrepancy Alleged. 


Dr. Li, according to Creecy, told 
the police officials that he heard 
a shot in the mission house; that 
he peeped through the window and 
saw a body on the floor, and that 
he became frightened and ran 
home. 

Dr. Li, who was largely instru- 
mental in bringing about Wan’s 
arrest, has told a story entirely 
different from this. He had noth- 
ing to say about hearing a shot. 

Wilton J. Lambert, chief counsel 
for Wan, has contended from the 
beginning of the trial that Dr. Li 
knows more about the murder than 
he has chosen to reveal. He has 
stressed particularly Dr. Li’s action 
in getting Wan to write his name 
in a note book on the trip here 
from New York, following Wan’s 
arrest. 

Creecy told the jury that he and 
Maj. Pullman had been classmates 
at Eastern High school, and that the 
friendship continued until the lat- 
ter’s death. He said he was in police 
headquarters the night the triple 
murder was discovered and that he 
had taken Maj. Pullman and In- 
spector Grant to-the Mission house 
in his automobile. 

Maj. Peyton Gordon, who heads 
the prosecution, asked Creecy if he 
had been employed by Maj. Pullman 
as a “‘stool pigeon,’’ and Creecy em- 
phatically denied that he had been. 
He said that at the time there was 
a “‘lot of scandal about Maj. Pull- 
man’’ and that he was investigating 
it. 

Tells of Meeting Chinese. 

Wan’s brother, Van, told how he 
came to this city and found Wan 
sick in the Harris ltotel. That after- 
noon, he said, he met the _ two 
strange Chinese near Union station. 


They said that they had seen him|; 
but he told them that}? 


at Vancouver, 
they must have made a mistake as 
he landed at San Francisco when 
he came from China. 

It was these same two Chinese 
who accosted him the next day, 
when he and Wan were getting 
ready to leave for New York, Van 
said. He declared that one of the 
Chinese, who somewhat resembled 
his brother, asked his assistance in 
cashing the check. This Chinese, he 
said, did not speak English well 
and was short of money. 

Van said that he agreed to help 
the Chinese and so got a taxicab 
and started for the Riggs National 
Bank. The strange Chinese waited 
in the cab while he went inside. 
Officials of the bank refused to 
cash the check, so he returned to 
Union station. 

In reply to a question by Maj. 
Gordon, Van said that if he knew 
that the check had been forged he 
would have ‘“‘beat it.’’ 

Van revealed that he had been 
a prisoner at the District jail for 
nine months, charged with the very 
things his brother, Wan, is now 
charged with—committing the mur- 
der and forging the check. 


Van and Driver Differ. 


Van said that Hally, the cab 
driver, had been taken to the jail 


nese 


and shown Wan and himself. Hally 
denied this when he was on the 
stand, saying that he had never seen 
Wan until he entered the court- 
room, 

High-handed methods employed 
by the police when they went to 
New York to get Wan were de- 
scribed by Van. He testified that 
Detective Kelly on entering the 
room blurted out, “‘Where is the 
pistol.’’ Immediately after that, he 
said, Kelly searched him and Capt. 
Guy Burlingame searched Wan. 
They found nothing. 

On arrival in this city, Van said, 
the detectives accused him of the 
murder and asked him what Chi- 
nese tong' he wags a member of. 
Kelly, he said, pinched him when he 
did not answer questions and the 
others shook him. Maj. Pullman, he 
said, was not so ‘“‘rough.”

New light on the sixteen pro- 
posals for modifying and strength- 
ening the Volstead act was sought 
yesterday by the Senate prohibition 
committee which recently com- 
pleted three weeks of public hear- 
ings on the wet and dry issue. This 
time the public was excluded and 
the committee turned to the sena- 
tors and administration officials for 
calm exposition for their proposals 
free from the clamor and strife of 
a crowded hearing room. 

Senator Edge, Republican, New 
Jersey, appeared for the wets, while 
Brig. Gen. Lincoln C. Andrews, in 
charge of Volstead enforcement, and 
other Treasury officers, were on 
hand to explain the sixth adminis- 
tration bill designed to make more 
effective the enforcement of the 
dry laws. 

The wets’ measures were taken 
up first with Senator Edge center- 
ing his fire on the resolution pro- 
posing a national referendum on 
prohibition and an amendment to 
the Volstead act permitting the 
manufacture and sale of beverages 
which in the language of the eight- 
eenth amendment are ‘“‘nonintoxi- 
cating in fact.” 


Edge Questioned at Length. 


The New Jersey senator pre- 
sented a voluminous brief in sup- 
port of legality of action by Con- 
gress in inviting the States to hold 
a simultaneous referendum on both 
the Volstead act and the eighteenth 
amendment. He was questioned at | 
some length by members of 
committee on that proposition. 

The administration dry biils are. 
to be considered today with Gen. 
Andrews and possibly Mrs. Mabel 
Walker Willebrandt, an Assistant 
Attorney General in charge of liq- 
uor prosecutions, as the chief wit- 
nesses. . Their examinations may 
extend over several days. 

While satisfied that the subcom- 
mittee of the judiciary committee 
will not recommend any of their 
bills, the wets answered that they 
would continue their drive for a 
national referendum both in the 
Senate and after adjournment.

ARMY AIRCRAFT BILL 
16 PASSED BY HOUSE 


Measure Provides for Person- 
nel of 1,514 Officers and 
16,000 Men. 


2,200 PLANES IN 5 YEARS 


(By the Associated Press.) 

For the third timé this session, 
the House yesterday passed and sent 
to the Senate a bill designed to 
build up aviation—this time for-the 
army. 

The measure embodied the five- 
year building program approved by 
the Secretary of War, which would 
provide 2,200 new planes at the end 
of the period. 

It also would make provision for 
a number of small airships and free 
and captive balloons, and would in- 
crease from one to three the number 
of brigadier generals in the air serv- 
ice, which would be given 1,514 offi- 
cers and 16,000 enlisted men, 2,500 
to be designated as flying cadets. 

The cost of the program has been 
placed at about $175,000,000 but 
the bill proposed no specific appro- 
priation. The amount would be pro- 
vided later as required by the War 
Department. 

Under the bill, the air service 
would be known as air corps, but no 
administrative changes would be 


| Drafted by the House military 
committee, the program is designed 
to carry out a number of recom- 
mendations of both the President’s 
air board and the House aircraft 
committee of ‘the last Congress. 

Of the other two aviation bills 
already approved by the House, the 
$85,000,000 five-year building pro- 
gram for the navy is pending in the 
Senate, while the Bingham-Parker 
bill for commercial aviation has 
been passed by both houses, and is 
now in conference for adjustment 
of minor differences.

“Carrots and potatoes may be added. 
~f beets are served with the din- 
“ner, they must be cooked in a sepa- 
‘rate dish, but may be served on 
“the platter witn the boiled dinner, 
“which is, I think, the manner in 
“which this particular delicacy is 
supposed to be served. Personally 
~ [am especially fond of corned beef 
thus cooked with many vegetables. 
Sliced cold it has a most delicious 
flavor, is a splendid base for lunch- 
box sandwiches, and if you have 
“corned beef for dinner tonight, will 
serve either as hash made with the 
remainder of the vegetables or as 
sliced cold meat until it is neces- 
sary to market for our week-end 
supplies. Mustard mixed with

water and vinegar is all that is re- 


quired by way of condiment with 
this dinner. 


Dandelion Hot Slaw. 
(Mrs. Frances Kipp.) 

Take about three quarts of care- 
fully picked and washed dande- 
lion leaves and, having fried out 
a few slices of diced bacon in a 
hot skillet, add the well-drained 
leaves. Cover and simmer until the 
leaves are well wilted. Mix salt, 
pepper, a tablespoonful of sugar, 
two tablespoonfuls of cream, adding 
enough vinegar to add zest to the 
dressing, and lastly add two beaten 
eges and stir until well blended. 
Cook this dressing in a double 
boiler for a few minutes, pour over 
the greens and serve hot. 


Roast Beef Hash. 
(Tuesday’s Recipe.) 

Place a large tablespoonful of 
butter in a large frying pan and 
add to it one sweet green pepper 
cut in small pieces, one onion thin- 
ly sliced, one clove of garlic that 
has been crushed with the bowl of 
a cooking spoon and a teaspoonful 
of salt and pepper mixed (less pep- 
per than salt). Next add to the 
pan all that remains of your roast 
of beef that is lean meat, provided, 
of course, there is not an excessive 
amount. If there are cold potatoes 
in the ice box, dice them and add 
them to the meat after it has been 
run through the grinder, or if there 
are no cooked potatoes, peel and 
dice three medium-sized raw ones 
and mix them with the meat. Add 
to these ingredients a fourth cup 
of hat water, and sprinkle celery 
salt over the top. Cover and let 
cook over a very slow flame for 
from three-quarters of an hour to 
an hour, and then add a tablespoon- 
ful of Worcestershire sauce and 
mix it in well. It is necessary to 
stir the hash from time to time as 
it cooks, to prevent it from stick- 
ing to the bottom and burning. 
Heap the hash when cooked in a 
mound on a hot platter, and sur- 
round it with creamed carrots, and 
garnish it on top with slices of 
lemon on which paprika has been 
sprinkled. Graham muffins are es- 
pecially desirable as a hot bread to 
serve with this supper dish.

Building an Internal Corset.

But far more important than this 
external support is an internal cor- 
got. By this I mean a strong, muscu- 
lar wall that will hold the abdomen 
correctly in place and strengthen 
the back. And this is something 
that every woman or girl can build 
for herself. 

You can do it, first, by standing 
and breathing properly; second, by 
taking exercises that twist and bend 
the trunk. Here is one of the best 
and the simplest of these exercises. 

Stand erect, with feet spread well 
apart and the hands on the hips. 
Now, bend forward and down as far 
as you possibly can; then backward, 
till you are gazing at the ceiling; 
and then to the left, and to the 
right, in the same way. You have 
now bent the body in all directions. 
Repeat the exercise ten times. 

It is important to do this with 
a rhythmic swing of the body, going 
from one direction to the next 
smoothly and in tempo. Try to ex- 
tend the backward bend as you pro- 
gress, until the gaze can be fastened 
easily half-way down the opposite 
wall of the room. When bending 
the trunk forward, draw the ab- 
domen in. 

You will find that this exercise 
gives a sort of abdominal massage 
and that it is a good reducer of the 
waist-line.

BREATHING DIRT. 


HEY say it is all right to eat 
Z dirt. A man eats his peck 

before he dies. Old man, ‘‘they 
say” is wrong, but that is another 
matter. This story has to do with 
breathing dirt. Nobody claims it 
is all right to breathe dirt. And 
yet I am sure we breathe more dirt 
than we-eat. [ am sure every man 
breaths a peck of dirt before he 
dies. There are sixteen breaths a 
minute for 60 minutes for 24 hours 
every day. Now multiply this by 
the number of days in the year, the 
number of years in a life and the 
number of grains of dirt in each 
lung intake of air, and I feel sure 
it will amount to much more than 
a peck, 

The air as it is breathed out is 
nearly clean. Most of the dirt that 
went in stayed in. Of all the tissues 
of the body of a grown person the 
lungs and the nearby glands alone 
are dirty. If a man lives as dirty 
as a dog, a certain small amount 
of dirt can be found in the deeper 
layers of the skin. But even that 
is trivial as compared with the dirti- 
ness of the lungs and nearby 
glands. 


If man breathes such dirty air 
and always has, and has such dirty 
lungs and always had—how does 
it happen that he lives to an aver- 
age age that is beyond 50 and 
reaching for 60? There are several 
reasons. For one thing, the man 
throws off most of the bacteria in 
that dirt orignores them. So far as 
the organic matter is concerned he 
gets rid of most of that one way or 
another. This means flour dust, 
hair particles, dandruff, pollen, and 
a lot of other stuff besides bacteria. 
Some part of the inorganic dust 
is also harmless, or seems to be. 
For instance, the lime dusts are 
said to be nearly harmless, the rea- 
s0n being that lime is soluble. 


| HOW TO KEEP WELL

Khe sand or silicon dusts are the 
most harmful next to certain iron 
dusts and kinsmen of that dust. But 
not all the silicon dust or sand dusts 
are extremely harmful. To qualify 
in the very bad class a given dust 
must contain a heavy proportion of 
silica. A good part of that sub- 
stance must be free silica and not 
silica colloids. And, finally, the 
dust particles must be smaller than 
a red blood cell. 


Dr. Salls, of the New York State 
department of labor, has devised & 
method of determining the harmfu)- 
ness of sand dusts. He publishes a 
list of 47 dusts of which the fol- 
lowing are not very harmful: glass 
sand, granite dust from a cyclone 
separator, fresh sand from a sand 
blast foundry, sand for glasswar6, 
granulated quartz, construction 
sand, china clay for enameling 
porcelain, sand paper flint. 


The bureau of industrial hygiene 
announces two new bulletins on 
sand dust. These investigations gu 
to show that extremely harmful! ef- 
fects do not follow the inhalation 
of certain dusts. More remote 
harmful effects are not ruled out. 
The tendency of all this research is 
to center attention on the bull's- 
eye and to let the outside of the 
target go——at least for the time. 

Incidentally, they show some 
reasons why we breathe in so mucl 
dirt and survive.

Of 
the 36 cases which he received, 
from 1922 to 1925, the only testi- 
mony so far is that by Dr. White 
that he sometimes was the original 
‘mover, and that by Mr. Fenning 
that relatives frequently sought 
him.

Dr. White 
said he had never done this except 
in emergency cases and that the 
petitions in which he was often 
represented as suggesting Mr. Fen- 
ning as guardian the initiative had 
in the majority of instances been 
taken by relatives. This, of course, 
after he had called the attention of 
the relatives to the patient’s condi- 
tion and suggested the need of a 
guardian. 

Mr. Milligan and Dr. White de- 
bated at length the difference be- 
tween “soliciting’’ and ‘‘placed him- 
self at my disposal.’”’ Dr. White 
would always use the latter phrase 
when referring to his first contact 
with Mr. Fenning. 


Ethics Are Argued. 


‘He told me,’’ Dr. White said, 
“that he was willing to place him- 
self at my disposal as a guardian.”’ 

‘Well,’’ insisted Mr. Milligan, 
‘suppose you went to a man and 
said: ‘I.am a physician. If you get 
sick call on me.’ Would medical 
ethics permit that?’’ 

He forced Dr. White to admit 
that such procedure would be un- 
ethical.

HONORS WAR DEAD HERE 


Lieut. Col. George R. Crosfield, 
'erans association, or Fidac, com-

TRUCK-SPEED HEARING 
TO BE HELD MONDAY 


Residents’ Complaints Cause 
District Commissioners to 
Call Second Meeting. 


Truck owners had no _ sooner 
emerged yesterday from a public 
hearing before the commissioners 
on the weight and speed of trucks 
crossing ,bridges, where they inter- 
posed emphatic protests against re- 
ducing load weights, than they 


were informed another hearing 
would be held Monday at 10 a. m. 
to consider reducing speeds and 
weights of the same vehicles on cer- 
tain residential streets. 

Director of Traffic.M. O. Eldridge 
said he had no recommendation to 
make concerning further limitations 
on trucks traversing paved streets. 
He said he considered the truck 
situation well in hand. But numer- 
ous complaints have been forthcom- 
ing from residents and these and 
the truck owners’ defense will be 
heard Monday. 

Decision on the loads to be per- 
mitted to cross bridges was defer- 
red in order that b&th cases could 
be decided simultaneously. It was 
forecast, however, that, as a result 
of the truck owners’ protest against 
limiting loaded trucks to 20,000 
pounds, especially across the High- 
way bridge, that a lower speed limit 
would be imposed and the present 
28,000-pound weight limit would be 
permitted to stand. 


Injunction Dismissed 
In Auto Tag Case 


The motion of Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel Ringgold Hart to dis- 
miss an injunction petition filed by 
the Milestone System, Inc., operator 
of a “drive-it-yourself”’ automobile

In this connection, the report of the 
institute’s committee on _ public 
werks contained a criticism of Sena- 
tor Bruce, of Maryland, defining his 
attitude as “difficult to understand,’ 
since development of the Lafayette 
square area with office and other 
private buildings would “dwarf the 
White House to a far greater ex- 
tent than if the square was framed 
with government buildings approxti- 
mating the height and character of 
buildings already begun.” 

Architects of inferior ability were 
criticized by D. Everett Waid, presi- 
dent of the institute, for force rather 
than beauty in many great build- 
ings, yet he expressed the belief that 

‘‘much of the ugliness that followed 

the civil war has been eliminated.” 
Warning his audience against the 
menace of poorly planned building 
operations, he urged the government 
to be on its guard in time to take 
measures of prevention.

Need for Cooperation Stressed. 


Mr. Waid stressed the need for 
cooperation with building and loan 
associations and the duty of pro- 
moting the manufacture of reliable 
building materials. Ethical stand- 
ards of American architecture are 
high, Waid said, adding that ‘‘Amer- 
ica’s response to the impulse of 
modern art shows ability and cour- 
age---and American architecture is 
commanding high praise abroad.”
